REPORT 


Of the Superintending School Committee of Clarement--1861-2. 


FELLow- CiTizENs :—In compliance with the requirements of the Act for the Regula- 
tion, Instruction and Inspection of Schools, your Superintendent herewith submits his 
-second Annual Report, showing the general condition and prosperity of the schools for 
the past year. 

In doing this, it gives us pleasure to be able to testify that most of the schools have 
experienced uninterrupted progress and prosperity. j 

Notwithstanding the great excitement and intense feeling existing in the community, 
occasioned by the perilous condition of our nation, our common schools have not been 
neglected, and in some of the districts new interest has been awakened in the prosperity 
of this unrivaled New England institution. 

The whole number of schools in the town is TWENTY-FIVE, classed as follows :—three 
grammar, two intermediate, three primary, and seventeen mixed schools. 

The whole number of pupils who have attended these schools during the year or parts 
of the year is nearly one thousand. 

Forty-two teachers have been employed, eleven males and thirty-one females, who 
have nearly all proved themselves to be earnest, laborious servants of the public, loving 
the work of teaching, and ambitious for success. 

In Districts Nos. 1, 2, 11, 12, 15, 17, and 18, there have been three terms of the schools 
the past year. All the other districts have had two terms each, excepting Nos. 16 and 19, 
which expended all their school money in one long winter term. 


CHARACTER OF SCHOOLS. 


We propose now to speak briefly of the several schools, giving such facts as may be 
of interest, and making such suggestions as will, if carried out, greatly improve their 
condition. In doing this we shall not include No. 17, as that district is entitled to a separate 
Report. 

District No. I. 


GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT.—For the last three years this school, with the exception of 
one term, has been under the charge of male teachers, and it has been making decided 
improvement each year, both in respect to order and scholarship. ‘The past year it has 
been in charge of J. H. Smart, of Concord. Mr, Smart came well recommended, and he 
has sustained here the reputation—which he has enjoyed elsewhere—of being a good 
teacher. The instruction has been thorough, and the order well maintained. ‘The pro- 

ress of some of the pupils has been uncommonly rapid, and we think that during the year 
the school has fully sustained the excellent reputation which the Reports have ascribed to 
it in former years. 

INTERMEDIATE DEPARTMENT.—This school has been under the care of Mrs. Sophronia 
N. Webster, who has taught the schoo] during the year with her usual success. She is 
an earnest, experienced teacher: faithful and untiring in her efforts to promote the highest 
good of her pupils. T'he school has however been subject to some inconveniences for 
want of room. During a part of the fall and winter the Primary School in this district 
was suspended for want of a suitable room, consequently the number of pupils in the 
Intermediate Department was greater than the number of seats,—there being suitable 
seats for sixty, and scholars seventy-five,—therefore it required much more labor to keep 
the school in that quiet and orderly state which is desirable. The only wonder was that 
so much had been done by the teacher, considering the disadvantages under which she 
had libored. If District No.1 was poor, this might be excusable; but in the most wealthy 
district of this wealthy town, containing two hundred and eighty-two scholars, to furnish 
fair accommodations for only one hundred and twenty is disgraceful. 

Primary DEparTMENT.—Miss P. L. Grow, of Salem, Vt., taught the school during the 
summer She won the confidence and affection of her scholars, and proved herself to be 
a faithful and successful teacher. Miss Ellen M. Bond had the charge of this department 
for a short time in the fall, but it was subject to the great disadvantage of being kept ina 
small, inconvenient and otherwise uncomfortable room. 


District No. II. 

During the summer and fall terms this school was under the charge of Miss Lizzie E. 
Smart, of Concord. She was well approved as a teacher, and conducted the school in an 
acceptable and successful manner. The school was orderly, and the instruction practical. 
E. A. Huntoon, of Unity, who taught this school the last eight weeks of last winter has 
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been teacher this winter. He is a young man well calculated to control and instruct a 
school of this character, composed as it is to a great extent of large scholars. The school 
under his care has been orderly, and appears to have done its work well. 


District No. HEHE. . 


The summer school was taught by Miss Helen M. Colman, of Brookfield, and was 
satisfactorily conducted. The winter school was under the instruction of Wm. B. T. 
Smith, who excited more than usual interest among the scholars, and managed the school 
with tact and ability. The order was good, and in most of the studies there was marked 
improvement. 

District No. IV. 


The school in this district has been doing quite well during the year. Summer term— 
Miss Bell M. Lewis, teacher. The school was characterized by order, and good improve- 
ment was made. The winter term was taught by Francis W. Lewis, who conducted the 
same to the satisfaction of most of the district. We regard Mr. Lewis as a thorough 
scholar and a good teacher. He labored under the disadvantage of having a large num- 
ber of classes for the number of scholars; hence some in the district felt that their scholars 
were neglected. But upon a careful investigation of the matter we were satisfied that he 
was doing the best that he could, under the circumstances. The closing examination 
showed that those who attended the school constantly through the term had been thoroughly 


instructed. 
Bistrict No. V. 


Miss Emma J. Warren, of Springfield, Vt., teacher. This was Miss Warren’s first 
term of school; she labored faithfully and with fair success. The winter school was kept 
by Joseph W. Barnes, of Marlboro, Mass. The management and instruction of the school 
were satisfactory both to the committee and district. 'The school has for the last two 
years been constantly improving in character. At the close of the term we were gratified 
to meetalarge delegation of the parents and patrons of the school, who seemed to be 
highly pleased with the exercises. 


District No. VE. 


Both the summer and winter terms of this school were taught by Miss Helen M. Colby, 
whose first experience in teaching commenced with the summer term. But the good 
order and proficiency of her scholars, as shown at the examinations, invariably testified to 
the faithful and well-directed labors of the teacher. 


District Ne. Vi. 


This is a good school, and has had during the winter a large class of large scholars. It 
was thoroughly and successfully taught in the summer by Miss Elizabeth Dean. In the 
winter it was under the care and instruction of Geo. W. Hubbard. The school appeared 
well when we visited it, and the teacher labored we believe faithfully, and with fair 


success. 
District No. VEE. 


This school was taught both summer and winter by Miss Ellen A. Lewis, an expe- 
rienced and devoted teacher. She has taught this school before, and the examinations 
have shown that it is profitable for a district to retain a good teacher for a series of terms. 


District Ne. 1X. 


There seem to be in this schoo] some unfavorable features, which are more apparent 
here than in any other district in town. We refer to the great inconstancy of atténdance 
during all the term, and to the fact that a large per cent. of the scholars usually leave the 
school two, three, or four weeks before its close. This is a source of great discourage- 
ment to the teachers, and exerts a bad influence upon the school. The parents alone can 
correct these evils, and we hope that they will not let them pass unheeded. Miss Alice 
Dean was the teacher of the summer school, and Mr. Samuel Higbee of the winter. 
They have been efficient teachers, and those scholars who attended constantly through the 
terms made good improvement. 


District No. X. 


During the summer this school was under the instruction of Miss Bell Deming, of Cor- 
nish, and in the winter Miss Helen J. Carlton acted as teacher. The teachers were both 
competent and faithful, and discharged their duties in a satisfactory manner. If this dis- 
trict could have a new school-house, it would inspire the school with new life. 


District No. XE. 


This school has usually been kept by a female in the summer, and a male teacher in the 
winter. But at the last annual meeting of the district, they voted to have three terms of 
school, and to employ a female teacher. Miss Susan B. Carlton was employed in the 
summer, and Miss Carrie 8. Sargent in the fall and winter. Good order has been main- 
tained, and both teachers have labored earnestly, and with a good degree of suecess. We 
think that the movement of the district at their last annual meeting has proved to be a 
judicious one, and we are of the opinion that the interests of the schoo! would be enhanced 
to continue the same arrangement for the present. 
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District No. XII. 


Summer term, Miss H. E. Bunnell, teacher. Fall and winter, Miss Jennie M. Jones 
had charge of the school. Both teachers connected with this school have discharged their 
duties faithfully, and the scholars have advanced steadily in their studies. We were 
especially pleased with the improvement made by some of the scholars in reading during 
the fall and winter terms. 


~ District No. XIE. 


, 

We report this school in a flourishing condition—-its standing at the close of the year 
being better than at the commencement. Miss M. S. Sprague taught in the summer, and 
Mr. Geo. P. Rossiter in the winter.. As most of the scholars in this district are large, the 
attendance in the summer was very small. And we would suggest that the money could 
be more profitably expended in one long term of school. The teachers labored with ear- 
nestness and success, and we believe had the esteem and. confidence of both scholars and 
parents. The people of this district show a very commendable interest in the welfare of 
their school, and the effects of that interest are manifest in the progress of their children. 


District No. XHV. 


This school, during the summer, was under the care and instruction of Miss Mary J. 
Sanborn. By her earnestness, energy and aptness to teach, she imparted new life to the 
school, and much improvement was made. In the winter, Mr. Charles F. Day, of Cor- 
nish, had charge of this school. He is a wide-awake teacher, well qualified to govern 
and instruct. The school seemed to imbibe the spirit of the teacher, as every school will, 
and the examination showed that he had labored successfully. 


District No. XV. 


The Grammar School in this district was taught in the snmmer and fall by Miss Mary 
D. Chellis, an experienced teacher, who has the faculty of imparting instruction and main- 
taining discipline—the two great essentials for asuccessfulteacher. The school under her 
care was very systematic and orderly, and a good degree of progress was made. Mr. 
O. B. Way, the teacher of this schoo] last winter, has had charge of this department this 
winter. Mr. Way is a growing teacher. He possesses in a superior degree the faculty 
of winning the confidence and esteem of his pupils, and, having an aptness and skill for 
teaching, he has succeeded in fixing the attention, and warmly enlisting the feelings of his 
pupils in the studies and exercises of the school room. The closing exercises were highly 
satisfactory, evincing faithfulness and diligence on the part of both teacher and scholars. 

Primary DEPARTMENT.—Summer and fall terms, Miss Mary J. Wightman, teacher. 
Last year Miss Wightman taught two terms of school under our supervision, and we 
accounted her a capable, faithful teacher. But in this school, although she labored hard, 
her success in respect to order was not what we had reason to expect, knowing what the 
character of her schools had heretofore been. We think she would enjoy better, and profit 
more, a school composed of large scholars. The winter term of this school was taught by 
Miss Mary D. Chellis. The order was well maintained, and the scholars made fair 


improvement. nag 
District No. XVI. 


There has been but one term of school In this district the past year. Miss Helen Dean, 
teacher. The scholars are well classed. This is a stirring wide-awake school, composed 
to a considerable extent of large scholars; and we can report favorably in respect to the 
generai good order and improvement of the scholars. 


District No. XVII. 


This district has employed female teachers during the year. The school was under the 
charge of Miss Diantha G. Sargent in the snmmer, Miss Lizzie L. Sargent in the fall, and 
Miss Lizzie E. Smart, of Concord, in the winter. The instruction has been good. The 
discipline in the summer and winter was not quite what we expected, knowing what the 
character of schools under the charge of these teachers had previously been. We think 
it would be more profitable for the school to employ a teacher the first term, who would 
* continue through the year. 

District No. XIX. 


* fn this district none but female teachers have been employed for several years. The 
a year there has been only a winter term of school, commencing about the middle of 

ovember, and continuing until the money was expended. Miss Martha Grannis taught 
the school, and the general good order and cheerfulness of the scholars indicated that the 
teacher had succeeded in awakening a good degree of interest in her school. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


There are many points of interest connected with our schools upon which we should 
like to speak, but the length of our Report, already, forbids extensive remarks. We will 
therefore mention a few of the most important, and close the Report. 

At the commencement of the year, we earnestly enjoined upon all the teachers who 
taught under our supervision, the importance of requiring their scholars, who had attained 
sufficient age, to write cumpositions, also the boys to learn declamations. This request, 
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to considerable extent, has been complied with, and at the close of several of the schools 
they have had an interesting paper, written by the scholars, and commendable exercises 
in speaking. Map Drawing has also been introduced extensively into the schools, and 
many of the maps executed have done credit both to the scholars and teachers. With the 
inventive genius of our people, the art of drawing would be eminently useful. Every 
man should be able to sketch a road or a river, to draw the outlines of a simple machine, 
or of a farming utensil, and a knowledge of these things can to some extent be attained 
in our schools. .While we have endeavored to cultivate the mind, the health and physical 
wants of the scholars have not been entirely overlooked. Our school-houses, many of 
them, might and should be improved in respect to ventilation. Some simple gymnastic 
exercises have also been introduced in a portion of our schools, which, we are sorry to 
say, have been opposed by those who should know better. 

There is one other point upon which little has been said or done in connection with our 
Common Schools, We refer to the study of the Constitution of our country. While we 
as a nation are constantly referring to constitutional rights, not one young man in a thousand 
examines the text of the Constitution, but expects that the knowledge necessary in the 
exciting events of our political life, as a people, will come without study and without 
reflection. The times demand that the young should be taught the history, genius and 
provisions of the Federal Constitution, and we have seen no work better adapted to the 
study of the Constitution than that edited by Geo. S. Williams, A.M., of Cambridge, Mass. 
We hope that this or some similar work may be put into the hands of every boy and young 
man in our schools, who expects to exercise the right of suffrage. 

During the two years we have had the superintendence of the schools, we have aimed 
to bring about a better classification of the scholars, and we have so far succeeded that in 
some of them there are now not more than one half as many classes as there were two 
years ago. 

We have endeavored also to impress upon the minds of the scholars the importance of 
forming correct habits of thought and study ; of being critical, thorough and practical in all 
the studies they pursued; that they might thus qualify themselves ‘“‘to perform justly, 
skillfully and magnanimously, all the offices, both of publie and private life.” 

We have been accustomed near the close of each school to set apart some day for pub- 
lic examination, and request the parents and patrons in the several districts to be present, 
and we are gratified to report, that in many of the districts where for a few years previous 
none were sufliciently interested to visit the school, we have met large numbers. - We 
have with the co-operation of the teachers held teachers’ meetings in several of the dis- 
tricts, and discussed, with the parents and friends, questions of general interest in con- 
nection with our school system. The system of prizes also, which has been introduced, 
has had a salutary influence in awakening an interest in spelling, reading, etc. In 
concluding this Report, we congratulate our fellow citizens on the favorable condition of 
our public schools. 

But one thing we lack, and that may justly be styled the head of our system,—we mean a 
High School. Without it our system is inefficient and incomplete, It would have its 
influence all the way down through the lower grades of schools. Every little boy and 
girl would work on, hoping at some day to reach what would seem to him. to be a lofty 
round in the ladder, and it would ever operate as a healthy stimulus to eucourage him on 
towards this high position.

RHPORT 


Of the Superintending School Committee of District No. 17. 


GENTLEMEN: The former Superintendent of the Schools in District No. 17 having 
removed from town, thereby vacating his office, we were appointed to fill that place—for 
the remainder of the year—just one week before the close of the winter term; and it will 
not therefore be expecied that we can give a detailed report of the schools and affairs of 
the district during the year. 

Previous to the appointment, as a citizen of the district we had visited the Grammar 
and Intermediate schools, and also the Primary school upon the Terrace. 

In rendering a report, therefore, we stall not be able to speak of the standing and char- 
acter of the several schools from extensive observation, and we shall for this reason 
report in short of their condition and progress. 

There have been in session in the district during the year, four schools. The Grammar 
and Intermediate departments, each three terms. The Primary schools, each two terms. 

A summer term of eight weeks commenced May 6th. ‘The whole number of scholars 
attending two weeks or more was one hundred and fifty-two. The average attendance 
was one hundred and thirty-five. 

A fall term commenced August 26th, and continued eight weeks, in all the departments 
(except the Primary on Pearl street, which continued twelve weeks.) Whole number of 
shone one hundred and sixty-two, and the average attendance one hundred and twenty- 

ve. 

During the winter there have been only two schools in session, the Grammar and Inter- 
mediate departments. Lengthof school twelve weeks. Number of scholars one hundred 
and four. Average attendance eighty-seven. 

The Grammar school, during the summer and fall terms, was under the instruction of 
Miss Mary A. Vaughan, of Taftsville, Vt. Miss Vaughan was remarkably successful in 
training the scholars aright, both in respect to discipline and instruction, and left the school 
in good order in every respect. 

Mr. B. S. Burrows, of Bernaidston, Mass., had the management of this department in 
the winter; and the school has shown what an intelligent, energetic and experienced 
teacher, with a good class of scholars and a convenient school room, can do. We spent 
a full day in the examination of the school at she close of the term, and we are prepared 
to say that we have never witnessed a more satisfactory examination in all our experience 
in schools. The school was distinguished for the order and self-regulating habits which 
prevailed among the pupils, and the movements of the various classes to and from their 
recitations were marked by a precision and order, which were highly satisfactory to all 
present. We know of no school where more pains has been taken to have the scholars 
understand the principles apd reasons which are the ground work in the various exercises 
in arithmetic, algebra, etc. 

Intermediate department. This school was taught in the summer and fall by Miss Ellen 
Cooper, of Croydon. As we spent only a few moments in the school while Miss Cooper 
acted as teacher, we cannot report from what we saw of its progress. The reputation of 
the school we believe was good. 

In the winter, Mrs. M. E. Burrows, of Bernardston, Mass., had charge of this depart- 
ment. We spent half a day in the examination of the school, and we are of the opinion 
that the system of instruction was good. This is a difficult school to control,—as several 
of the scholars connected with it are not governed at home, it cannot be expected that they 
would yield a cheerful compliance to the regulations of school ; hence we did not find the 
order all that could be desired. 

The primary schoo! on Pear! street has been under the care and instruction of Miss 
Annie E. Bliss, and that on the Terrace of Miss Mary E. Dimond. Of the former we 
cannot speak from observation, as we did not visit it, but believe it was satisfactorily con- 
ducted. The examination of the latter at the close of the fall term we visited, and we 
can say that the teacher has fully sustained the high reputation that she has deservedly 
enjoyed for years past, of being a thorough instructor and excellent disciplinarian. 

There has not been that interest manifested by all the parents in the schools of this dis- 
trict the past year, that is desirable to their healthy condition and prosperity. Especially 
was this the case during the winter term. Instead of visiting the schools and sustaining 
the teachers, some were guilty of standing aloof, and finding fault, even, with as faithful 
and efficient teachers as the district ever employed. Some allow their scholars to leave 
the school without any good reason, a few days before the examination, which we feel 
does great injustice to the teachers, who have labored hard for their prosperity during the 
term. 

The schools as a whole have, we believe, done well, and had all the teachers been fully 
sustained and encouraged by more frequent visits from parents and citizens of the district, 
they could have done better. District No. 17 has done nobly in furnishing four such capa- 
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cious, pleasant and convenient school rooms for her scholars; and if her citizens see to it 
that the right stamp of men act as Committees, thereby securing the right hind of teachers, 
her schools need not be second to any in the State. 

As the general remarks in the Town Report will apply equally well to this district, we 
will not report further.
